Harpor, the Governmout Mining Engin- 
eer, lias yiven great stimulus to our efforts 
in (piartz mining and supplied us with 
that which wo so much needed, tho coun- 
Bol and advice ueeesnary to bring thoae 
oxertions to a succesuful isauo. Very 
fortunately he arrivod after tho oloctioa. 
Politioal strife being at an end all parties 
hastened to ask bis opinion, every one 
believing him to bo a thoroughly trust- 
wovthy man, that hulief being based ou 
tho opiuiun that tho British Consul at 
San Fruncisoo aiding in tho intorost of the 
Provincial Governmout would select a 
thoroughly capable men for the position, 
riiat bidii f has been snstainsd by our 
pulLMsiHoiitly ascertaining that thoro aro 
several iu our small community who have 
kuowii Mr. Harper in res-jomiiblo posi- 
tions in Nevada .aid Caiilornia nud aro 
awnro 0/ his varied and extensive exper- 
ience. 

Out of four quartz veins shown to Mr. 
Harper he ha* pronounced two of them 
to be true and jmying ledges, viz: the 
Stodman, crossing William Crook at 
lliohtiold, and tho Big Bonanza, si'iiated 
between tho l.jad of Stout Gulch and 
Lowdiuo Croidi. 

Satisfactory assays of rook from these 
ltdgos were made by Mr. Hitchcock, tho 
government a^sayer, the rock being select- 
ed by Mr. Harper. The difllculty of 
working th!!ii arose. Tho gold was not 
froo in the rook and the small test mill 
hitherto in use ha^ not tho projjor appli- 
ances for extracting tho gold when found 
in combination with tho other minerals, 
and is nut fitted to save silver at all. The 
predominating metal in tbo quartz is sil- 
ver;but the amount of gold is nearly equal 
in value to silver, and compared with tho 
rich silver ledgci of Nevada tho gold in 
tha Cariboo veins is in much larger pro- 
portion. There is also a small (piantity 
of lead. 

Mr. Harper thought it useless to waste 
time in examining other ledges believed 
to exist in several places in Cariboo, as be 

could only eithor approve or condemn 
them, ovou if they woro stripped for ex- 
iimiiiatioii. Ho thoroforo nt onsa advised 
the Cariboo (^niirt^ Sliniug Co., the only 
orgmiized company atpresent pro.ipectinji 
for quaitz, to ioso no time in obtaining 
Iho roqiiiiito ajqilianeoa from California 
so that tho ledges could bo thoroughly 
and praotically tested this summer, and 
in (ndor to prevent mistakes ho suggested 
that he should at onco procood to Cali 
fornia to obtain them. Tho company 
lianing decided It accept i\Ir. Harper's 
advice, ho leavoj bore by this stage and 
i.-, anthoriziid by tho company tO bring 
■ft-itli him from S;-i'i Franciaco u competent 
iis.iaycr and amalgamator. Tho company 
is now engaged in collecting aasossments 
to pay for their niachinory and open thoir 
idaim on tho liig r>oimuzft. loilgo. Y'ou 
will thus SCO thai Lin; jifcoplii of Cariboo 
"lU'o roally initting thoir .shouMors to the 
whnel and it is no slight olVert for us in 
our prosout impoverished condition to 
find the re<iuiaitc moans. As tho whole 
of Iho luacbinory can afterwards bo used 
iu a largo mill it is jiroposcd to ask the 
govoriiinoiit lo ansisL us to tho extent of 
pwying the fuKl cost of tho appliimoos 
laiidod in Victoria, about .'i{2,000, to re- 
main tho property of tlio government 
until paid for; the freiyht of tbem to 
(!ariboo being paid by tho company. 
Should the government render this assist- 
aiic(! whiidi is really for tbo benefit of tho 
wdiolo (ioiintry and not for Cariboo alono, 
we will still have to boar tho cost of tho 
freight, tbo travelling oxpeuscs of Mr. 
Harpor and tho expenses and salary of an 
asiayor, besides running a tunnel to eross- 
cut tha ledge at somo diqilh and to take 
out rock beforo Mr. Ilarptu^'a return, in 
order to supply tho mill and go to work at

Archdeacon Wright Cracks the Nuts. 

Editor OonoNiHx:— When ono who is 
in error, instead of trying to realize what 
is true and act according to what is true 
calls " reason usin;; fads " /<»c)-(/t', it is 
quito certain that nothing will movo that 
man to v.'isdom. Thoro is no hofjo of him 
—ho wdll cling lightly to his error unto 
the end. I shall thoroforo answor (juos- 
tionsasked, wo aro told, "not lightly, 
but ou solid grounds," and then ■ienvotlie 
Cummins schism for other.-i to dir ^;:s' 

1. "Was Bishop Cummins in ,";chi m 
when ho consecrated Bishop Cheney y 
Was Bishop Cummins or Bishop Cheney 
degraded from the ministry of the Church 
of God ?" 

Tho answor fo the fir.-it (luostioa will 
be found also I'.u answer to tho second. 

Bishop Cummins, ou the 18tb Nov., 
1878, was warned as a schismatic, and on 
the 24th Juno, 187-1, was deposed as u 
schismatic. Full iiarticulars of tho wa: n- 
ing and deposition may bo read in ihe 
Toronto Church Herald, July 30lh, 1874. 
Tho word.s of tho deposition aro as fol- 
lows: 

"I Benjamin Bosworth Smith, Bishop of 
the Diooeso of Kentucky, and senior Blfh 
op of tbo Protesta'-.t iCinscopal Churob oi 
the Uii'.tod Slatos, in the terms of the ca- 
non do pronounco Goorgo David Cum- 
mins, D.D., deposed lo all intents and pur - 
poscs/rom t/ic viini.^lri/ of Ihe Clnu-ch and 
from all the ru/h/.i, j'riviliujes, powsr.i and 
dignilies periaininy to the ojjice o/ Bishop in 
the same." 

Thus far bo was a schismetic. By at- 
tempting to consecrate a degraded priost 
Bishop Cummins liecamo a bold and dar- 
ing schismatic. Tho Itcv. ]\[r. Cheney 
was lirfit siispenilud /rum the ministry/ and 
tho Supremo Coivrt of tho State of Illinois 
supported that suspension. Mr. Choney 
persistently violated tho sontonco and was 
for his unholy conduct duijraded/rom the 
mini.<:tri/ on June 2nd, 1871. Bishop Cum- 
mins, himself a warned sohismatic, de- 
llantly consecrated this degraded jiriost 
and so mado bimeelf doubly a schismatic. 
Had any oDicer in the civil sorvica dared 
so to defy thn Slate tho law would bavo 
KOToroly punisli(<d him. Tbo punishment 
of Bishop Cuuiiuiij.s before tho Church of 
Christ was after this iu tho bands not 
of men bat of Qod.

Perhaps it will bo said that tho Protest- 
ant l']pi8Copal Cliursh of tho United States 
bad no right to suspend and depo.M). If 
so, liow bad that Churob the power to 
make those very Bishops who, tbo Re- 
formed Church mantain, had power to 
make other bishops oven when they had 
boon solemnly cast out of tho Chnrcli of 
Chri.st? To show how much this protend- 
ed Episcopate of the "FriHi Church id' 
England" is despised, I will rofi r your 
readers so tho colobratod letter which ap- 
peared in a dissenting organ signed by 
"Alfred S. llicli irdsou, president of tho 
midland district," a determined nud hon- 
est dissenter. 

2. Does tho Church of I1uf;liind ro;)udi- 
ato tho Cummins schism an. I declare it to 
bo a sad and dangerous error with which 
sho can liavo nothing w hale vor to do'? 

Yea, the Church of Ihii^land does, and 
that in tho most oxprossivo way.
